Raff  International  Numismatic  Association  (R.I.N.A.)  of  Great  Britian, 
formerly  a numismatic  section  of  the  Raflet  Stamp  Club  of  Great  Britain, 
is  seeking  new  membership  applications  worldwide.  Originally  formed 
as  a section  of  the  Raflet  stamp  group  (see  NIB,  July  1976,  p256),  it 
withdrew  from  the  group  and  became  an  independent  association  as  of 
January  1978.  The  association  is  headed  by  Arthur  Blair,  F.R.N.S.  as 
President  and  Russel  Rulau,  F.R.N.S.  as  Vice-President.  Miss  Rosemary

Notes  to  Financial  Statements 


(1)  Accounting  Principlies: 

Dues  - Dues  are  recorded  as  income  in  the  year  to  which  they  apply. 

Donations  - Donations  are  recorded  as  income  upon  receipt.  Dona- 
tion income  excludes  contributions  of  material  to  the  NI  Library 
and  NI  Reference  Collection  (See  Note  5) . 

Funds  - The  organization  maintains  several  specific  purpose  re- 
stricted funds  and  a general  fund.  The  funds  are  described  as 
follows : 

(a)  General  Fund  - This  fund  is  responsible  for  the  normal  oper- 

ation of  the  organization,  including  the  NI  BULLETIN . 

(b)  Publications  Fund  - This  fund  will  handle  all  NI  publications, 

including  sales  and  publications  of  future  manuscripts. 

(c)  Life  Membership  Trust  Fund  - All  Life  Membership  payments 

(including  partial  payments)  will  be  placed  in  this  fund. 

All  monies  in  this  fund  will  be  placed  in  interest  bear- 
ing accounts  or  certificates  of  deposit.  Income  of  this 
fund  will  be  used  to  pay  dues  of  life  members  to  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  at  regular  dues  rates.  The  assets  of  this  fund 
are  restricted  and  are  not  available  for  any  other  purposes. 
Upon  the  death  of  a life  member,  the  principle  applicable 
to  that  particular  member  will  be  transferred  to  the 
Permanent  & Memorial  Fund. 

(d)  Permanent  & Memorial  Fund  - All  monies  in  this  fund  will  be 

placed  in  interest  bearing  bank  accounts  or  other  income 
producing  investments.  All  income,  other  than  donations, 
will  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  to  be  used  in  the 
general  operations  of  the  organization.  The  assets  in 
this  fund  are  restricted  and  not  available  for  any  other 
use . 

(e)  Library  Fund  - This  fund  will  handle  all  operations  of  the 

NI  Library,  including  the  acquisition  of  reference  material. 
Fund  assets  are  restricted  and  are  not  available  for  other 
purposes . 

(f)  Reference  Collection  Fund  - This  fund  will  handle  all  oper- 

ations of  the  NI  Reference  Collection.  The  assets  are  re- 
stricted and  may  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

(g)  N.I.C.E.  Show  Fund  - This  fund  will  handle  all  operations  of 

any  coin  shows  sponsored  by  NI . Currently  NI  is  sponsor- 
ing the  Numismatics  International  Coin  Exposition  (N.I.C.E.) 
which  is  scheduled  for  Dallas,  Texas  in  late  1979.  Income 
from  the  fund  will  be  distributed  to  other  funds  for  their 
use  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

(2)  The  Life  Membership  Trust  Fund  certification  of  deposit  earns  int- 
erest of  7-1/2%  and  will  mature  in  December  1982. 

(3)  Total  life  members  (excluding  honorary  life  members)  as  of  December 
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31,  1978  were  16.  In  addition,  partial  payments  had  been  received 
from  one  member  for  a pending  life  membership. 

(4)  Inventory  of  the  General  Fund  consists  of  books  purchased  for  re- 
sale, Russian  trip  silver  medals,  NI  Binders  and  a few  coins. 

(5)  The  estimated  values  of  the  NI  Library  and  NI  Reference  Collection 
are  not  included  in  the  financial  statements  as  the  values  are 
only  estimates.  Estimated  values  as  of  December  31,  1978  were: 

NI  Library:  $ 8,100 

NI  Reference  Collection:  10,000

While  people's  collecting  interests  vary,  it  is  often  good  to  aim  at 
building  a small  show  collection  on  a special  subject  of  interest. 

This  can  be  used  for  displays  at  conventions,  museum  exhibits  and  for 
club  talks.  Often  they  need  not  be  built  of  complex  and  expensive 
coins . 

1 have  seen  no  exhibits  in  the  British  Museum  since  the  early  1930's. 
In  those  days,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  there  was  no  real  display, 
just  rows  and  rows  of  coins,  named,  and  no  more.  Times  have  changed 
and  when  I was  at  the  Heberden  Coin  Room  at  the  Ashmolean  Museum  in 
Oxford  last  September,  I was  so  struck  with  the  20-odd  displays  that 
my  wife  made  notes  for  me  while  I was  working. 

These  are  listed  here  as  I thought  some  of  them  might  be  timely  for 
NI's  convention  (NICE)  in  November  1979.  Naturally  the  coins  there 
were  superb  as  the  Ashmolean  has  the  oldest,  and  one  of  the  finest, 
collections  in  Great  Britain.  However,  with  several  exceptions,  small 
but  interesting  exhibits  can  be  formed  along  the  lines  of  several  of 
these.  For  No.  6 - "The  Denarius  and  the  Penny",  I have  already  done 
as  a large  display  in  the  Nebraska  State  Museum  and  it  was  written  up 
in  the  NI  BULLETIN  (May  1976,  ppl43-154)  some  time  ago.  I hope,  in 
another  article  to  do  a short  account  of  the  rest  of  No.  6 which  may 
be  of  general  interest  to  a variety  of  collectors.

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HOW  TO  IDENTIFY  PERU  Y31a-Y31b  & Y32a-Y32b 


by  Gerald  Easton , Camas _,  Washington , NI  # 838 

The  difference  in  these  Peruvian  sub-types  is  found  in  the  spelling 
of  the  date.  On  coins  of  these  types  the  date  is  written  out  in  Span- 
ish. These  coins  were  struck  both  at  Lima,  Peru  and  at  U.S.  mints  of 
Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco.  The  only  difference  in  the  coins  from 
Lima  and  the  U.S.  mints  is  in  the  spelling  of  the  date.  Were  it  not 
for  this  fact,  the  coins  would  be  identical. 

In  the  Spanish  language  both  "I"  and  "Y"  mean  "and".  They  are  appar- 
ently used  interchangeably.  On  the  coins  struck  at  Lima  "I"  is  used 
in  the  spelling  while  on  the  U.S.  strikes  the  "Y"  is  used. 

The  first  example  below  would  be  for  a Y32b  1944  Lima  10  centavo  coin. 
The  second  example  would  be  for  a Y32a  1944  10  centavo  coin  of  Phila- 
delphia or  San  Francisco: 

Lima:  MIL  NOVECIENTOS  CUARENTICUATRO 

U.S.:  MIL  NOVECIENTOS  CUARENTA  Y CUATRO 

The  following  coins  exist  for  Y31a:

1944  - MIL  NOVECIENTOS  CUARENTICUATRO  - Lima. 

The  coins  from  Lima  and  Philadelphia  have  no  mint  mark.  The  coins  from 
San  Francisco  have  a small  S on  the  reverse  under  the  letters  "TA"  in 
the  word  "CENTAVOS". 

All  coins  of  the  20  centavos  Y33a  were  struck  in  U.S.  mints.  Similar 
appearing  coins  of  Y40,  but  with  the  date  in  Arabic  numerals,  were 
struck  at  Lima.  Why  the  Lima  mint  issued  the  5 and  10  centavos  with 
the  date  spelled  out  in  Spanish  but  the  20  centavo  with  Arabic  numerals 
is  a mystery.  Both  the  5 and  10  centavo  were  changed  to  Arabic  dates 
in  1945. 

The  5,  10  and  20  centavo  coins  of  Y31,  Y32  and  Y33  were  also  issued 
with  the  dates  written  out  in  Spanish.  However,  these  coins  are  of 


copper-nickel  composition.  They  were  struck  at  both  London  and  Phila- 
delphia. But  only  one  mint  struck  coins  in  any  one  year,  thus  no 
confusion  for  these  copper-nickel  coins  exists.

THE  SELCUKS  OF  RUM.  Kilig  Arslan  I.

Kilig  Arslan  I (QILICH  ARSLAN)  was  very  young  at  the  time  of  his 
father's  death  in  1086  A.D.  (479  A.H.)  and  was  taken  by  Malik  Shah  to 
Iran,  but  on  the  latter's  death  in  1092  he  obtained  permission  from 
Berk-yaruq  to  return  and  he  married  the  daughter  of  the  powerful  Emir 
of  Izmir  (Smyrna).  He  had  a temporary  union  with  the  Danisments* 
against  the  Crusaders  but  they  had  a dispute  over  Malatya  where  an 
Armenian,  Gabriel,  occupied  the  city  under  the  suzerainty  of  Tutus, 
a Selcuk.  Kilic  Arslan  was  beseiging  the  city  when  the  Crusaders  came 
and  he  retired  before  them.  The  Danisments  ravaged  the  area  and  cap- 
tured the  city  though  Gabriel  had  called  on  Bohemund  for  help.  This 
was  in  1101  A.D.  and  the  city  ransomed  itself.  Arslan  claimed  part  of 
the  ramsom  money  and  this  became  the  source  of  the  quarrel.  Danisment 
died  and  Arslan  then  acquired  Malatya  by  treaty.  (There  were  two 
Danisment  families,  one  controlled  Sivas  c. 1071-1174,  the  other  Malatya 
(Melitene)  from  c . 1142-1178 . ) He  then  captured  Maiyafar ikan^  and 
appeared  before  Edessa  (Urfa)  but  became  ill  and  returned  to  Malatya. 


A dirhem  of  Maiyafarikan  (actually  Ayyubid, 
so  rather  later  than  this  period) . 

He  was  asked  by  the  inhabitants  of  Mosul  for  help  against  Djawali  , 
general  of  the  Selcuk  emperor  (Ghiyath-ad-Dln)  Muhammad  I,  who  had 
imprisoned  the  rebel  master  of  the  city.  Kilig  Arslan  appeared  there 
in  1107  and  had  his  name  read  in  the  prayers.  He  soon  left,  however, 
putting  his  son,  Malik  Shah  in  charge  under  an  emir  but  Djawali  had 
obtained  help  from  Radwan  of  Damascus.  On  June  3,  1107  Arslan  was 
heavily  defeated  and  was  drowned  near  Khabur.  He  was  then  buried  at 
Maiyafarikan .

* When  in  Turkey  a good  friend  was  a direct  descendent  of  the  Danis- 
ment line  and  we  had  two  very  charming  Danisment  boys  at  the  school 
The  father  was  a jouralist,  spoke  English  far  better  than  most  Eng- 
lishmen, without  the  slightest  trace  of  an  accent,  and  was  a 
Scottish  Rite  mason,  at  that  time  strictly  forbidden  in  Turkey,  as 
Atatiirk's  plans  were  made  in  part  at  the  rite  temple  in  Saloniki. 
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STARTING  A BANKNOTE  HOBBY

Part  of  the  fun  in  life  is  meeting  new  people,  doing  new  things  and 
seeing  new  places  through  travel.  It's  the  same  in  numismatics. 

You  can  explore  the  world  easily  through  the  hobby  of  collecting 
current  foreign  banknotes,  and  I will  show  you  how  easy  it  is  to  start 

One  book,  Albert  Pick's  STANDARD  CATALOGUE  OF  WORLD  PAPER  MONEY , at 
$17.50  is  all  you  need.  For  supplies,  only  some  standard  long 
(business-size)  envelopes  and  a small  box  for  storing  the  envelopes 
is  needed.  Perhaps  a separate  log  book  to  record  the  serial  numbers 
of  each  note  collected  in  case  of  theft  would  be  advised. 

Now  you  are  ready  to  start.  There  are  two  interesting  and  easy  ways 
to  collect.  In  order  to  get  the  most  benefit  and  enjoyment  out  of 
your  new  hobby,  I advise  trying  them  both  - but  one  after  the  other. 

First,  to  get  acquainted  with  banknotes  and,  for  that  matter,  with 
the  various  countries  in  the  world,  try  to  get  one  or,  if  you  wish, 
several  banknotes  from  as  many  countries  as  possible.  Without  too 
much  difficulty  you  can  get  close  to  200  countries,  including  a few 
that  have  changed  their  names  or  no  longer  exist,  such  as  British 
Honduras  (now  Belize),  Rhodesia  & Nyasaland  (now  Rhodesia,  Zambia 
and  Malawi)  and  Biafra  (now  part  of  Nigeria) . This  is  not  as  ex- 
pensive as  it  might  appear  as  the  monetary  unit  of  only  a small  num- 
ber of  countries  surpasses  that  of  Canada  and  the  United  States,  for 
two  examples.  A large  number  of  current  low  denomination  notes  cost 
from  . 10q  to  $1.00  US  equivalent. 

After  a year  or  so  your  foreign  banknote  collection  should  include 
notes  from  more  than  100  countries.  You  will  have  by  now  acquired 
a certain  feel  for  foreign  notes  and  a preference  of  interest  in 
certain  topical  areas.  Now  is  the  time  to  get  started  with  the  sec- 
ond option  of  your  new  hobby  - the  topical  collection.  This  aspect 
is  something  that  you  can  pursue  for  the  rest  of  your  life  at  a 
liesurely  pace. 

As  you  will  discover  from  handling  of  the  notes  from  many  countries, 
there  are  a quite  a number  of  interesting  subjects  for  a topical 
collection.  Some  of  the  more  popular  and  obvious  are:  coats  of  arms, 
monarchs , heads  of  state,  military  leaders,  men  of  science,  men  of 
art,  explorers,  groups  of  people,  figure  of  Liberty,  allogorical 
figures,  statues,  wildlife,  flowers,  trees,  countryside,  agriculture 
and  farming,  occupations,  buildings,  transportation,  maps,  flags, 
battle  scenes,  historical  scenes,  reproductions  of  engraving  and 
paintings,  overprinted  notes.  World  War  II  notes,  the  eagle,  and 
many  others.  Some  of  these  topics  are  very  large  and  can  be  broken 
down  into  sub-topics.  For  example,  wildlife  could  be  broken  down 
into  animals,  birds,  sea  mammals  and  fish.  Monarchs  might  be  limited 
to  British  monarchs  or  even  to  one  monarch,  such  as  Queen  Elizabeth  II 

One  can  also  collect  the  notes  of  an  entire  continent;  those  of  a 
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political  unit  such  as  Portugal  and  her  colonies;  or  individual 
countries.  The  collector  can  have  the  satisfaction  of  obtaining 
a complete  collection  of  one  or  more  countries  that  issued  their 
first  banknotes  only  a few  years  ago.  The  complete  collection 
of  notes  for  Cayman  Islands,  Botswana,  Papua  New  Guinea,  Swaziland 
or  St.  Helena  comprises  only  of  3 or  4 denominations. 

Collecting  interests  in  banknotes  can  be  shared  with  the  entire 
family.  Encourage  your  spouse  or  one  of  your  children  to  collect 
foreign  banknotes.  You  can  profit  and  learn  from  their  collection. 
Children  can  gain  much  basic  knowledge  from  foreign  notes. 

Collecting  current  foreign  banknotes  requires  no  previous  numismatic 
knowledge  and  grading  is  not  a factor  as  notes  are  generally  avail- 
able in  crisp  uncirculated  condition.  One  learns  as  one  collects. 

One  learns  the  location  of  a country,  the  value  of  its  monetary  unit, 
its  language,  and  perhaps  something  of  its  economic  and  political 
situation,  history  and  its  people.  Probably  not  too  many  of  you  can 
readily  locate  the  5 countries  I mentioned  above,  but  then  neither 
could  I until  I got  into  foreign  banknotes  as  a side  hobby. 

Another  aspect  of  which  you  can  gain  much  enjoyment  is  that  your 
collections  can  be  made  into  a wide  variety  of  displays  for  club 
meetings,  conventions  and  the  like. 

Two  dealers  specializing  in  current  banknotes  with  good  permanent 
stocks  are:  Dwight  L.  Musser,  Box  305,  Ridge  Manor,  Florida  33525 

and  Ronald  Schmitz,  3144  South  Highland  Avenue,  Berwyn,  Illinois 
60402.  Dwight  Musser  has  probably  been  in  the  field  longer  than 
most  dealers.  Ronald  Schmitz's  father-in-law  (now  deceased)  was  one 
of  the  first  in  the  field.  There  are  many  others,  these  two  come 
to  mind  as  good  sources . Another  way  of  obtaining  your  needs  is 
to  ask  friends  to  bring  back  notes  from  their  travels.  In  larger 
cities,  check  your  international  department  of  the  larger  banks  as 
many  times  they  have  notes  which  can  be  purchased  at  the  exchange 
rates  of  the  day.  Also,  don't  forget  trading  your  country's  notes 
for  notes  of  other  nations  through  correspondence  with  other  world 
collectors . 

You  are  in  for  a great  deal  of  enjoyment  and  will  broaden  your  know- 
ledge considerably  by  undertaking  a small  collection  of  foreign 
banknotes  as  a side-line  hobby  in  the  way  I have  outlined  above. 

It  will  contrast  well  with  your  main  numismatic  interests  and  make 
you  more  interested  in  numismatics.  You  can  go  at  your  own  pace 
and  share  your  knowledge  and  collection  with  your  family  and  friends.

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Drinking  and  Tokens  in 

Early  20th  Century 
Manitoba

Legends  will  be  added  to  the  captions  where  it  is  thought  the  photo- 
graph may  not  reproduce  satisfactorily.) 

IN  THE  EARLY  DAYS  OF  SETTLEMENT  ON  THE  CANADIAN  PRAIRIES  COINAGE  WAS 
scarce  and  trade  tokens  were  in  widespread  use.  Perhaps  even  more 
widespread  was  the  pastime  of  drinking.  Drinking  tokens  comprise 
a large  proportion  of  the  types  of  tokens  issued  in  Winnipeg  - an  un- 
usually large  proportion  considering  their  almost  total  absence  else- 
where on  the  prairies.  The  evidence,  of  course,  is  not  all  in  yet; 
new  trade  tokens  surface  every  year.  At  present,  seventeen  Manitoba 
hotels  - twelve  in  Winnipeg  - are  known  to  have  issued  tokens  speci- 
fically for  their  saloons,  and  of  these  twenty-four  varieties  exist. 
Other  hotels  issued  general  trade  tokens  which  were  used  for  addition- 
al services  including  the  barber  shop,  billiards  room,  and  dining 
room,  as  well  as  the  bar.  Yet,  for  the  casual  collector  of  Canadian 
tokens  flipping  through  the  pages  of  the  Charlton  catalogue,  there 
is  no  indication  of  the  extent  of  this  type  of  token.  The  large  var- 
iety of  Manitoba  drinking  tokens  should  not  only  be  described  and 
illustrated,  but  also  explained  in  an  historical,  context . 

In  1869  the  newly-formed  Dominion  of  Canada  purchased  from  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company  all  lands  lying  between  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  from  the  American  border  as  far  north  as  the  Arctic  Ocean. 
Aside  from  a very  small  agricultural  settlement  near  Winnipeg,  the 
region  was  populated  almost  entirely  by  Indians  and  Metis  (part- 
Indian , part-White).  The  initially  small  province  of  Manitoba  was 
carved  out  of  the  area  surrounding  Winnipeg  in  1871,  and  the  remainder 
organized  as  the  North  West  Territories.  It  was  recognized  that  one 
of  the  major  enemies  of  the  Indian  population  was  alcohol.  During 
the  winter  of  1873-4  the  Blackfoot  Indians  alone  suffered  forty-two 
fatalities  following  drinking  bouts.  Consequently,  one  of  the  first 
acts  of  the  Territorial  Counci]  was  to  impose  prohibition;  enforcement 
was  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  newly-created  North  West  Mounted  Police. 
Manitoba > for  the  time  being,  remained  wet. 
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Prohibition,  as  most  people  realize,  has  little  to  do  with  preventing 
drinking;  where  there's  a will,  there's  a way.  While  almost  half  of 
the  arrests  made  by  the  Mounties  were  for  offenses  against  the  liquor 
laws,  the  evil  remained  and  no  one  was  exempt  from  the  effects  of 
demon  rum.  Most  liquor  seizures  by  the  police  were  to  satisfy  their 
own  needs  rather  than  the  law's.  In  1886  "H"  Troop  terrorized  the 
town  of  Lethbridge  when  it  went  on  a prolonged,  collective  binge. 
Western  residents  were  properly  indignant  over  such  antics,  although 
they  tended  to  view  drinking  bouts  more  as  monotonous  than  threaten- 
ing activity.  With  increasing  settlement  in  the  North  West  Territor- 
ies, there  was  a rise  in  anti-prohibition  sentiment,  and  in  1891  the 
federal  government  repealed  the  liquor  laws  for  the  region.  In  1892 
the  Territorial  Council  began  to  license  saloons. 

In  all  of  what  is  present-day  Saskatchewan  there  was  only  one  saloon- 
keeper who  issued  tokens  in  connection  with  his  business.  .1.  H.  Flem- 
ing of  Maple  Creek  owned  a hotel  in  the  heart  of  hard-drinking,  south- 
western Saskatchewan.  Fort  Whoop-Up,  the  center  of  the  Indian  whisky 
trade  twenty  years  before  was  only  a few  miles  away.  The  tokens,  how- 
ever, apparently  did  not  circulate  freely;  all  known  specimens  are  in 
either  uncirculated  or  extremely  fine  condition.  Nevertheless,  a 
considerable  number  were  acquired  by  an  Ottawa  collector  and  were  in- 
cluded in  Breton's  1894  catalogue  of  Canadian  coins  and  tokens  (Br  930, 
931)  . 

To  the  east,  the  province  of  Manitoba  suffered  from  no  impediments  to 
drinking  in  the  early  years.  And  if  the  well-worn  condition  and  large 
number  of  Manitoba  drinking  tokens  are  any  indication,  it  would  appear 
that  saloon-keepers  and  their  clientele  took  drinking  quite  seriously. 

A few  tokens  were  issued  in  outlying  towns  such  as  Brandon  and  Manitou 
(Figures  1-3) , but  by  far  most  circulated  in  the  city  of  Winnipeg 
(Figures  4-15) . 

From  a scattered  collection  of  buildings  housing  a hundred  people  in 
1870  , Winnipeg  grew  in  a dozen  years  to  a town  of  about  10  ,000  served 
by  86  hotels,  20  of  which  were  officially  listed  by  government  in- 
spectors as  unfit  for  habitation.  The  growing  numbers  of  settlers 
moving  into  western  Canada  were  of  necessity  funneled  by  railway 
through  Winnipeg;  the  hotels,  however,  had  a set  of  tastes  in  mind  en- 
tirely distinct  from  decor  in  lodging.  Drinking  was  the  major  pastime 
of  the  transients  and,  with  the  elimination  of  competition  from  corner 
grocery  stores  on  moral  grounds,  only  hotels  were  licensed  to  serve 
this  market.  The  boom  of  the  early  1880's  was  the  result  of  the  build- 
ing of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  Large  numbers  of  thirsty  labour- 
ers with  plenty  of  hard  cash  in  their  pockets  descended  on  Winnipeg. 
Coinage  was  relatively  common,  at  least  for  the  purposes  of  the  saloon 
trade.  Beer  was  5C  and  liquor  25c»  but  the  widespread  practice  of 
"treating"  in  which  each  drinker  bought  a round  for  his  group  helped 
reduce  the  needs  for  small  change.  Following  1882  depression  set  in. 
The  rail  gangs  moved  farther  west,  trade  fell  off,  and  many  hotels 
closed . 

The  economy  of  Manitoba  improved  only  gradually  through  the  late  1880 's 
and  early  1890 's  until  the  sustained  boom  developed  from  the  turn  of 
the  century  until  World  War  I.  By  the  1890 's  the  best  lands  in  the 
American  west  were  already  taken  up,  and  European  immigration  began 
to  be  channelled  into  the  Canadian  west.  Although  prosperity  reigned. 
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circulating  coinage  was  scarce.  Farming  was  not  a wage  occupation; 
if  money  was  ever  plentiful  in  rural  areas,  it  was  only  at  harvest 
time.  A large  number  of  rural  businesses  were  driven  to  issue  trade 
tokens.  A few  hotels  followed  this  pattern,  but  generally  drinking 
held  a much  lower  profile  in  farming  communities.  The  rural  west  was 
traditionally  temperance  oriented  in  outlook.  While  every  community 
had  its  town  drunk,  social  pressure  tended  to  reduce  the  excesses  of 
most  people. 

Winnipeg,  in  contrast,  continued  as  a wide-open  drinking  town.  With 
the  rapid  growth  in  the  agricultural  sector,  the  city  quickly  estab- 
lished itself  as  the  transportation,  wholesaling,  and  financial  center 
of  the  prairies.  Population  grew  phenominally  - 42,000  in  1901  and 
142,000  in  1911.  Unlike  the  countryside  which  was  settled  primarily 
by  farmers  of  British  stock  in  the  early  years,  Winnipeg  attracted  an 
increasingly  large  percentage  of  immigrants  from  eastern  Europe,  people 
from  societies  where  heavy  drinking  did  not  suffer  from  the  social 
stigma  imposed  by  the  middle-class  Victorian  British.  A limited  manu- 
facturing section  (including  breweries  and  distilleries)  also  emerged 
from  which  evolved  a working  class  fond  of  drink.  In  addition  Winni- 
peg attracted  a large  transient  population  - immigrants  stopping  over 
on  their  way  west,  farmers  on  brief  trips  to  the  big  city,  and  bored 
salesmen.  Like  the  countryside,  a shortage  of  coinage  prevailed. 
Furthermore,  the  requirements  of  the  hotel  trade  had  increased. 
"Treating",  which  had  been  practiced  widely  in  an  earlier  era,  came 
under  heavy  attack  from  the  Anti-Treating  League.  Many  social  reform- 
ers had  given  up  on  trying  to  convince  people  not  to  drink,  but  felt 
that  by  eliminating  "treating"  excessive  drinking  could  at  least  be 
fought.  The  movement  had  little  success  in  its  membership  drives; 
nevertheless,  the  practice  of  treating  went  into  decline  and  the  de- 
mand for  small  change  among  drinkers  increased.  The  result  was  a 
large  number  of  drinking  token  issue  in  Winnipeg. 

Hotel  business  was  potentially  lucrative,  but  extremely  competitive. 
Location  was  of  prime  importance.  In  1913  the  Bronfmans  (long  before 
they  found  the  secret  for  the  Seagrams  empire)  paid  $190,000  for  the 
Bell  Hotel  on  Main  Street;  it  was  worthless  for  lodging,  but  well- 
placed  for  drinking  - only  200  yards  from  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way station  and  mid-way  between  transfer  points  on  half  a dozen  Main 
Street  trolley  lines.  Transients  and  workers  alike  frequented  the 
hotel.  The  Bell,  like  many  other  hotels,  issued  advertising  tokens, 
but  never  any  trade  tokens.  Other  hotels  found  that  trade  tokens  not 
only  offered  advertising,  but  also  helped  alleviate  the  coin  shortage 
and  ensure  a repeat  clientele.  Tokens  were  given  out  in  change  or 
sold  in  bulk  and  could  be  used  nowhere  else.  Many  were  designed  to 
be  of  a size  and  weight  which  allowed  their  use  as  substitute  coins 
in  house  slot  machines.  Occasionally  tokens  were  given  as  prizes  in 
dice  games.  And,  of  course,  for  the  hen-pecked  husband  tokens  offer- 
ed an  ideal  opportunity  for  buying  his  week's  drinks  in  advance  before 
the  wife  confiscated  what  remained  of  his  pay.  Significantly,  the 
hotels  issuing  drinking  tokens  were  not  of  the  better  sort,  for  coin- 
age was  scarcest  among  the  working  class. 

All  good  things  must  come  to  an  end.  For  hotel  keepers  and  a large 
number  of  their  patrons,  that  end  came  in  1914.  Prohibition  came  to 
Manitoba  in  that  year,  partly  as  the  outcome  of  persistent  moral  re- 
forms movements,  and  partly  as  a war  austerity  measure.  Not  for

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another  decade  would  public  drinking  be  legal,  and  by  that  time  the 
heyday  of  the  drinking  token  was  past. 

Winnipeg  was  an  urban  island  in  a sea  of  agricultural  settlement.  It 
was  the  peculiar  characteristics  of  the  city,  allied  with  the  general 
shortage  of  coinage,  which  led  to  the  widespread  use  of  drinking 
tokens.  Prohibition  precluded  their  use  in  Saskatchewan  before  1892 
and  after  1915.  Their  absence  between  these  years  is  most  probably 
due  to  the  rural  character  of  the  province.  No  urban  centers  compar- 
able to  Winnipeg  ever  emerged.  Drinking  tokens  were  thus  almost  ex- 
clusively Manitoban. 
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JUSTIN  I (518-527  A.D. )

Justin  I had  humble  beginnings  for  he  enlisted  in  military  service 
under  Leo  I,  becoming  Commander  of  the  Imperial  Guard  under  Anastasius. 
He  was  a true  politician,  for  when  Anastasius  died,  one  of  the  candi- 
dates for  the  throne  gave  him  money  to  bribe  the  Guard,  but  Justin 
used  it  himself.  He  was  unable  to  read,  but  very  acute.  He  entrust- 
ed the  government  to  the  Quasetor,  Proclus,  he  was  busy  improving  the 
military.  In  519  he  brought  about  a reconciliation  (only  temporary) 
between  the  Churches  of  the  East  and  West  after  35  years  schism.  In 
522  war  with  Persia  began  and  it  was  here  the  great  general  Belisarius 
first  appears.  In  525  he  received  a deputation  from  the  Pope  John 
I.  In  April  527  he  associated  Justinian  (I),  his  nephew,  with  him  as 
emperor,  then  died  in  August.  He  was  born  in  450.

Passion  Play  on 
German  Notgeld

The  Bavarian  village  of  Oberammergau,  south  of  Munich,  840  meters 
high  in  the  Alps  and  with  a population  of  4900,  has  long  been  famed 
for  wood  carving  and  the  Passion  Play.  The  Ammer  Valley  was  known 
in  Roman  times,  as  a road  passed  through  there  connecting  Italy  to 
the  Roman  settlements  to  the  north  in  the  vicinity  of  Augsburg.  By 
the  end  of  the  8th  century  there  was  a village  there  and  by  1332 
Ludwig  the  Bavarian  had  established  a trade  monopoly  moving  through 
the  area. 

The  Plague,  which  swept  Europe  in  1633,  struck  even  this  small  village 
and  the  citizens  prayed  if  they  were  relieved  of  the  affliction  they 
would  present  a re-enactment  of  the  passion  and  death  of  Christ  based 
on  a similar  15th  century  play  from  Augsburg.  The  first  performance 
was  given  in  1634,  and  in  1680  it  was  decided  to  present  it  every  ten 
years.  In  1930,  a new  playhouse  was  built,  and  except  during  the  war 
years  the  play  has  taken  place  every  ten  years  since  the  17th  century, 
with  more  than  half  million  visitors  coming  each  year  to  see  it  pre- 
sented . 

Oberammergau  was  also  afflicted  by  the  wave  of  inflation  that  swept 
Germany  and  Austria  from  1919  to  1923.  From  December  31,  1917  to 
October  1,  1923,  the  village  issued  25  items  of  notgeld  from  5 Pfen- 
nigs to  500  Millarden  Mark.  The  principal  theme  of  the  notgeld  was 
the  Plague  and  the  Passion  Play  as  might  be  expected.  The  first  four 
of  the  notgeld  series  were  issued  by  nearby  Kloster  (Cloister)  Ettal 
and  stamped  by  the  village  council  for  authentication.  Those  that 
followed  dated  from  July  1,  1921,  onwards,  were  issued  by  the  village 
and  were  signed  by  the  Burgermeister  (mayor)  and  his  assistant.  Two 
series  of  three  were  issued  on  the  above  date  and  are  as  follows:

A Final  Word  on  Spanish.  Civil  War  Notgeld  Notes 


The  following  comments  from  member  John  Humphris  just  about  closes  the 
chapter  regarding  identification  of  the  Spanish  Civil  War  notgeld  notes 
published  in  this  column  in  the  May  1978  issue  (ppl49-150) : 


"The  Catalan  language  is  spoken  not  only  in  the  provinces  mention- 
ed by  Robert  Clarke  ( 717TB,  Feb.  1979,  p43),  but  also  in  Valencia  and  the 
Balearic  Islands  (Menorca  and  Mallorca),  parts  of  Sardinia,  and  also  in 
Andorra  and  the  south  east  corner  of  France  near  Spain.  It  is  not 
limited  only  to  the  places  mentioned  in  the  article  and  subsequent  re- 
plies. I have  two  grammars  of  this  language,  and  several  books  printed 
in  Catalan.  This  language  appears  on  paper  money  of  the  period  1936  to 
1939  in  both  Spain  and  Andorra,  and  appears  on  the  so-called  'coins'  of 
Andorra  which  were  promoted  in  the  1960 's.  I did  not  reply  to  the  earl- 
ier query  about  the  language  because  I knew  that  someone  would  probably 
know  about  it,  but  there  still  seems  to  be  some  misinformation  about 
the  subject.  The  most  common  notes  printed  in  Catalan  are  those  of  the 
city  of  Barcelona,  which  is  the  cultural  capital  of  Catalonia. 


"Before  the  union  of  Kingdoms  in  the  15th  century,  Catalonia  was  a 
separate  state  from  Spain.  While  most  of  Spain  was  under  Muslim  rule, 
Catalonia  was  an  independent  state  looking  outwards  from  the  Spanish 
peninsula,  eastwards  to  the  Balearic  Islands,  Sardinia,  Southern  Italy, 
and  even  into  Greece  where  Catalan  feudal  settlements  were  established 
after  the  Crusades,  and  before  the  Turkish  Conquest  of  Greece.  Catalan 
was  a literary  language  long  before  Spanish  became  dominant.  Catalan 
literature  started  in  the  10th  century,  whereas  Spanish  literature  did 
not  become  prominent  until  over  400  years  later. 


"To  set  the  record  straight,  the  actual  areas  where  Catalan  is  now 
spoken  are  the  old  Principality  of  Catalonia  which  comprises  the  modern 
provinces  of  Barcelona,  Gerona  (Girona  in  Catalan),  Tarragona,  and 
Lerida  (Lleida  in  Catalan) ; the  old  Kingdom  of  Valencia  which  comprises 
the  modern  provinces  of  Valencia  (Valencia  in  Catalan) , Castellon  (Cas- 
tello  in  Catalan),  and  Alicante  (Alacant  in  Catalan);  and  a narrow  strip 
of  eastern  Aragon  extending  for  a few  miles  west  of  the  Noguora  Riba- 
gorzana  River,  and  also  the  Segre  and  Ebro  Rivers  to  the  south. 

"Further  south,  the  southern  limits  of  the  language  end  about  25 
miles  south  of  Alicante  (Alacant  in  Catalan)  , just  south  of  the  town  of 
Elche  (Eix  in  Catalan) . The  northern  limits  lie  north  of  the  city  of 
Perpignan  (Perpinya  in  Catalan)  in  France.  Andorra  lies  well  within 
the  boundary  of  Catalan.  I have  visited  all  these  places  several  times. 

"Outside  the  Spanish  peninsular,  Catalan  is  spoken  in  the  islands 
of  Ibiza  (Eivissa  in  Catalan),  Majorca  (Mallorca  in  Catalan)  and  Minorca 
(Menorca  in  Catalan) ; and  the  city  of  Alghero  (Alguer  in  Catalan)  on  tha 
island  of  Sardinia  (Sardenya  in  Catalan) . ' 

"As  you  can  see  from  a map,  the  area  is  very  extensive,  covering 
an  area  of  about  23,250  square  miles,  larger  than  each  of  Denmark, 
Switzerland,  Holland,  Belgium,  or  Albania.  The  number  of  speakers  of 
Catalan  is  estimated  at  between  6-1/2  to  7 million  people,  which  is 
more  than  many  European  countries! 
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"The  reason  that  Catalan  is  not  well  known  now  is  that  since  the 
16th  century,  it  has  been  a deliberate  policy  of  the  Spanish  and  French 
Bourbons  to  suppress  the  language  in  favor  of  Spanish  and  French,  and 
very  little  literature  has  been  published  since  then.  It  has,  of  course, 
continued  as  a spoken  language  to  the  present.  A small  literary  re- 
vival started  in  the  last  century  in  Spain,  but  with  frequent  suppres- 
sions by  the  state.  However,  it  was  recognized  as  a semi-official  lan- 
guage by  the  Spanish  Republic  in  the  1930 's  - thus  the  paper  money  of 
this  period  - but  after  Franco  seized  power  it  was  again  suppressed. 

After  Franco's  death,  a movement  has  started  again  to  obtain  official 
recognition  of  the  language. 

"I  heard  it  spoken  many  times  when  I was  in  Spain  and  France. 
Phonetically  it  is  closer  to  Portuguese  than  Spanish,  but  its  closest 
relation  is  Provencal  in  southern  France  - another  language  which  has 
been  suppressed  since  the  16th  century  as  a literary  language.  Speak- 
ers of  Spanish  cannot  understand  Catalan.  The  languages  look  fairly 
similar  in  print,  but  they  are  very  different  phonetically. 

"When  I was  in  Spain  between  1959  and  1964,  Catalan  literature 
was  still  suppressed  but  there  was  an  underground  press,  publishing 
anything  from  pamphlets  up  to  good  size  books,  and  I bought  a few  in 
Barcelona  and  Valencia,  but  this  was  only  after  I had  established  good 
relations  with  local  Catalan  speakers  by  expressing  interest  in  their 
language  and  speaking  a few  words  of  Catalan."

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

Das  deutsohe  Notgeld:  Kleingeldscheine  1916-1922 ; l.bis  3.  Teil- 
Verkekrsansgaben.  by  Albert  Pick  and  Carl  Siemsen,  688pp,  illus,  1979; 
published  by  Battenberg  Verlag,  Postfach  800349,  8000  Munich  80, 
Germany.  DM  96. 

Another  gap  in  the  current  cataloging  of  German  notgeld  has  been  not- 
ably closed  with  the  long  awaited  reprint  in  revised  format  of  Dr. 
Arnold  Keller's  parts  1 through  III  of  his  four  part  series  on  Klein- 
geldscheine 1916-1922.  Updated  and  thoroughly  revised  by  the  leading 
experts  in  this  field,  Albert  Pick  and  Carl  Siemsen.  Illustrated,  it 
presents  the  specialist  and  researcher  with  a source  of  invaluable 
information  on  those  issues  actually  used  in  commercial  transactions 
(Verkehrsausgaben)  as  opposed  to  those  issued  largely  for  collectors 
found  in  Part  IV  of  this  series  (Serienscheine) . 

Nearly  two  inches  thick  and  weighing  almost  five  pounds,  with  an  at- 
tractive paper  cover,  the  listings  total  nearly  3000.  While  the  text 
is  in  German,  it  is  easy  to  follow  even  for  the  user  with  no  knowledge 
of  the  language.  Listings  are  alphabetical  by  towns,  and  further 
broken  down  by  private  issues  of  which  there  were  so  many  during  the 
period  covered.  Twenty-six  pages  of  good  quality  illustrations  add 
substantially  to  the  value  of  the  book  while  the  print  is  clearer  and 
infinitely  easier  to  read  than  some  of  the  earlier  books  of  the  notgeld 
series.  Six  appendices  list  the  notes  issued  for  post  World  War  I 
French  occupied  areas.  East  German/Polish  areas,  German  speaking  areas 
of  Czechoslovakia  (eg.  Sudetenland) , wartime  military  issues  and 
private  issues  not  listed  elsewhere. 

The  volume  in  itself  stands  as  a memorial  to  the  late  Dr.  Keller  and 
as  a tribute  to  the  immeasurable  contributions  he  made  to  the  know- 
ledge of  notgeld  and  paper  money.  It  stands  a further  tribute  to  the 
expertise  of  his  successors,  Albert  Pick  and  Carl  Siemsen.  The  pub- 
lishers, Battenberg  Verlag,  should  be  commended  for  their  major  con- 
tribution in  reprinting  a series,  long  unavailable  to  the  average 
collector,  and  stimulating  renewed  interest  in  the  fascinating  world 
of  notgeld. 

It  is,  perhaps,  regrettable  the  volume  did  not  appear  in  two  or  three 
separate  sections,  as  the  price  is  formidable  except  to  the  devoted 
collector  or  researcher.

Numismatic  Digest , Vol.  II,  Part  1.  June  1978.  78pp.  Published  by 
the  Numismatic  Society  of  Bombay  (NSB) . 

This  new  publication  of  the  NSB  is  just  out.  Our  fellow  member,  Dr. 

P.  L.  Gupta,  is  the  editor  and  he  has  a fascinating  article,  generous- 
ly illustrated,  on  the  "Seals  of  the  Mahrathas". 

The  publication,  essentially  for  scholars,  has  some  ten  other  articles. 
Some  are  just  on  individual  coins,  but  of  interest  to  non-specialists 
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in  this  field  are  articles  on  local  punchmarked  coins,  Porus*  commem- 
oratives,  Satavahanas,  and  some  rare  Indo-Portuguese  coins.  All  are 
clearly  illustrated  and  the  paper  is  better  quality  than  usual. 


* This  is  an  interesting,  but  also  a very  important,  footnote  to  the 
history  of  Alexander  the  Great.  Porus  would  seem  to  have  been  the 
first  major  Indian  ruler  with  whom  Alexander  came  into  contact.  He 
defeated  Porus,  but  the  latter  seems  to  have  become  not  only  an  ally, 
but  a friend  for  whom  Alexander  (who  loved  all  brave  men)  had  consid- 
erable affection.  The  minting  of  these  coins,  in  the  satrapy  of  Baby- 
lon, would  seem  to  have  been  done  in  the  life  time  of  Alexander.  It 
reflects  not  only  the  very  high  esteem  of  Porus,  but  also  was  an  action 
in  Alexander's  great  dream  of  amalgamising  East  and  West,  a dream  that 
died  with  him  but  which  left  behind  the  great  influence  in  art  and 
coinage  in  N.W.  India,  etc.

This  little  catalog  is  undoubtedly  the  most  complete  and  comprehensive 
ever  published  on  Dutch  currency.  It  is  a specialist's  dream  with  all 
varieties  listed  and  fully  illustrated  and  described,  a complete  table 
of  all  signatures  ever  to  appear  on  Dutch  banknotes,  high  quality  il- 
lustrations showing  obverse  and  reverse  of  almost  every  note  which  were 
presented  with  the  cooperation  of  the  De  Nederlandsche  Bank.  Of  par- 
ticular interest  to  specialists  in  military  issues  are  the  listings 
and  illustrations  of  the  so-called  "liberation"  notes  of  1943  printed 
by  the  American  Banknote  Company,  German  notes  used  in  Holland  during 
the  occupation  years,  and  an  illustrated  listing  of  concentration  and 
internment  camp  material  for  the  same  period,  as  well  as  notes  for  use 
by  the  Royal  Dutch  Army  stationed  in  Germany  after  the  war. 

Printed  on  heavy  grade  paper  with  heavy  duty  paper  covers  in  an  attract- 
ive blue  and  white  format,  it  is  happily  in  both  Dutch  and  English. 

Well  planned  and  organized,  easy  to  read  and  use,  it  would  be  an  asset 
to  any  reference  library.

Papirove  Penize  Na  Uzemi  Ceskoslovenska  1762-1975  (Paper  Money  in 
Czechoslovakia  1762-1975) , 2nd  Edition,  1977;  by  Julius  Sem;  published 
by  Ceska  Numismaticka  Spole^nost,  186pp,  illus.,  available  from:

This  book,  by  Czechoslovakian  paper  money  expert  Julius  Sem,  is  unfort- 
unately in  that  language,  making  it  difficult  for  the  English  researcher- 
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collector  to  use,  despite  multi-lingual  summaries  in  the  back  of  the 
book  in  Russian,  English  and  German.  It  is  packed  with  information 
and  hitherto  unpublished  details  of  all  periods  of  the  financial  hist- 
ory of  the  country  dealing  only  with  official  issues  backed  by  author- 
ity of  the  various  states  and  is  thoroughly  researched  from  official 
documents.  It  is  especially  complete  for  the  period  when  the  money  of 
Austro-Hungary  was  in  use  in  what  is  now  Czechoslovakia,  1762  to  the 
end  of  World  War  I.  For  this  period  it  contains  an  enormous  amount  of 
detail  with  numerous  illustrations  showing  origins  and  development  of 
the  various  phases  of  monetary  activity  for  Central  Europe. 

Arrangement  is  according  to  currency  periods  and  issuing  institutions, 
with  the  original  name,  place  and  date  for  issue  for  all  denominations. 
It  lists  periods  of  circulation,  size  of  notes,  characteristic  features, 
colors,  watermarks  and  the  numbering  systems  used,  printers,  designers, 
engravers,  and  degree  of  rarity  in  accordance  with  a system  developed 
by  Dr.  Mihaly  Kupa  of  Budapest. 

There  are  tables  of  data  on  amounts  of  money  in  circulation  for  various 
important  periods  as  well  as  a wealth  of  information  on  political  and 
economic  development  during  the  monarchy  through  the  republic  to  the 
present.  There  is  also  much  detail  on  various  issues  used  in  boundary 
territories,  also  much  of  which  has  never  before  been  listed  or  publish- 
ed, including  the  notgeld  of  the  German  speaking  areas.  The  strong  and 
effective  anti-inflation  measures  and  counter-stamping  of  notes  during 
1919  is  described  as  well  as  origins  of  the  new  monetary  system  initiat- 
ed 10th  April  in  1919. 

The  section  on  wartime  issues  of  the  various  authorities  from  the  de- 
struction of  Czechoslovakia  by  the  Munich  Agreement  of  September  29, 

1938  through  the  restoration  and  monetary  reform  of  June  1,  1953,  is 
invaluable  and  includes  much  new  information  on  the  use  of  German, 
Slovakian,  Hungarian  and  Polish  notes  as  well  as  Allied  Military  Cur- 
rency, and  the  notes  used  in  the  Theresienstadt  Ghetto.  Even  the  out- 
line maps  showing  various  political  divisions  of  the  country  through 
its  political  vicissitudes  adds  much  to  the  pertinent  text. 

Black  and  white  illustrations  of  good  quality,  strategically  placed,  in- 
clude virtually  every  note  ever  used  within  the  present  day  boundary  of 
Czechoslovakia  as  well  as  interesting  photos  of  important  financial 
institutions.  Eight  pages  of  color  illustrations  of  some  of  the  rarer 
notes  enhance  the  basic  value  of  the  book,  as  do  pictures  of  notes  so 
rare  as  never  before  to  have  been  illustrated  in  any  other  publication. 

Printed  on  good  quality  paper  with  an  attractive  multi-colored  dust 
jacket,  the  cloth  cover  seems  not  as  sturdy  as  would  be  desirable  for 
a volume  of  frequent  usage.
